Still,  however,  he  remains  sufficiently 
long  in  the  metropolis  to  catch  up  scraps  for 
the  decoration  of  bis  talk  and  of  bis  manners 
in  his  native  place.  He  is  not  in  the  county 
set.  althongh  he  goes  regularly  to  the  county 
ball.  His  family  are  of  n  middle  class  ,  his 
father  was  a  yeoman,  and  is  not  even  rcon 
ciled  to  the  position  assumed  by  his  sou,  on 
account  of  an  uneasy  feeling  that  his  son  has 
no  right  to  it.  Our  friend  is  the  flirting 
farmer.  He  is  of  course  a  dandy,  after  his 
own  notion  of  tbe  part.  His  views  on  the 
part  tend  toward  very  tight  and  horsy  gar- 
ments and  low-crowned  bats.  His  healthy, 
handsome,  and  vacuous  countenance  is  inva- 
riably fringed  with  a  border  of  whiskers,  and 
of  late  years  he  no  more  hesitates  about  a 
moustache  than  would  an  officer  in  the  Bines 
Although  he  knows  his  business  often  thor- 
oughly, it  is  his  way  at  times  to  seem  as  ig- 
norant of  it  as  any  club  swell  is  in  reality  of 
most  things.  With  his  sisters  he  is  grandiose 
and  stupid;  with  the  sisters  of  his  friends  it 
is  at  once  his  pleasure  and  his  duty,  so  to 
speak,  to  flirt."

The  poison 
IN  introduced  will  circulate  through  the 
whole  system.  The  larger  inland  cities  will 
soon  show  signs  of  deterioration,  and  the  most 
rural  of  districts  will  graduaily  become 
infected.  The  tone  of  judicial  honor  will 
steadily  fall.  Judges  will  cease  to  have  a 
high  standard  of  duty.  As  their  conscience 
loses  delicacy  they  will  perform,  without 
compunction,  nets  which  would  harve  made 
the  illustrious  men  of  a  past  judiciary  shud- 
der, until  all  ideas  of  right  and  wrong  will 
have  sunk  so  low  that  when  notorious  corrup- 
tion is  reprehended  civilians  will  be  found, 
who,  like  yourself,  in  the  extreme  of  innocent 
unconsciousness,  cinnot  dream  what  men 
mean  hy  thanking  those  judges  to  be  corrupt 
who  only  use  their  courts  as  instruments  of 
pleasing  their  friends,  as  partisan  political 
engines,  as  menns  of  enriching  their  latent 
partners,  and  of  swelling  the  fortunes  of  sons 
and  sons-in-law.  and  who  briug  the  practice 
of  the  law  to  such  a  condition  tbat  young  men 
of  high  and  sensitive  honor  are  at  tbeir  wits' 
end  to  know  how  to  pursue  their  vocation 
and  yet  maintain  their  manhood  unashamed  ! 
What,  sir,  do  you  think  of  the  propriety  of 
administering  the  judicial  office  so  as  to  se- 
cure a  re-election  or  an  advance  to  a  higher 
po3t?  Wha»  is  your  opinion  of  a  court  that 
having  before  it  a  case  involving  the  value  of 
a  certain  stock,  should  so  long  withhold  its 
known  privately  expressed  opinion  as  to  ex- 
cite the  gravest  fears  of  the  street,  send  down 
the  market  value  of  the  :;tock,  and  when  the 
friends  of  ihe  je.dge  have  bought  largely, 
should  then  issue  a  decision  in  favor  of  the 
company,  send  the  itock  up,  while  the  judge  i 
personal  friends  reap  the  reward  of  bejng  at 
tached  to  so  cautious  and  deliberate  a  jud^  ' 
Or  what,  if  you  will  pardon  such  persistent 
questioning,  is  your  opinion  of  the  practice 
which  obtains  in  so  many  courts,  of  giving 
the  lucrative  cases  of  reference  to  one's  own 
family  either  directly  or  indirectly  ?  Would 
your  conscience  allow  you.  if  a  judge,  to  ar- 
range with  another  judge,  he  to  give  your  MM 
the  fat  cases,  and  you  to  do  the  same  by  his 
son  I  thus  each  one  of  you  saving  appearances 
and  yet  securing  the  profitable  arrangement  1 
Can  tbat  judge  be  deemed  wise  and  incorrupt 
who  makes  his  conrt  the  bulwark  of  tho  pariy 
to  which  he  owes  his  election;  who  runs  his 
court  for  weeks  and  months  before  an  election 
as  a  mere  political  machine,  and  who  becomes 
a  partner  la  such  gross  violations  of  law  as 
should  consign  ail  concerned  to  prison? 
What  do  you  think  of  tbe  judge  who  is  benig 
nn.nt  to  the  clients  who  employ  his  late  law 
partner,  and  who  leave'  to  th«  uneovenante.l 
mercies  of  the  law  those  who  do  not  thus  re- 
spect the  the  power  that  be''  What  do 
you  think  o|  judge1,  whose  names  are  by 
words,  who  are  notoriously  and  universally 
•  harmed,  not  with  nepotism,  not  with  using 
their  courts  to  serve  a  friend,  but  with  direct 
and  almost  open  liberty9  who  are  charged, 
without  contradiction,  with  virtually  putting 
updecisionsat  auction,  and  awarding  them  m 
the  highest  bidder  ?"

It  M  reported  that  Mr.  Jay  Cooke,  tbe  prom

The  details  are  not  given  ;  but  it  con- 
templates, nmoni:  other  things,  such  a  policy 
towiwM  the  Soarher  i  S'ates  as  will  hasten  the 
development  of  theii-  resources,  and  put  them 
in  a  condition  to  take  cara  of  themselves, 
and  contribnte  their  share  toward  the  com- 
mon burdens.

And  the  good  people  of  many  counties  aie 
decidedly  opposed  to  the  exposure  of  their 
virtuous  and  innocent  minded  Represent- 
atives to  the  metropolitan  vices  aud  cor- 
rmptions  of  Louisville.  On  the  whole,  ae 
Maysvillc  ha-  no  chance,  it  is  best  that 
the  Capitol  shall  remain  where  it  is. 
Complain  as  they  may  of  unsightly  State 
buildings,  indifferent  accommodations,  and 
the  various  other  lueonvenieuccs  and  dis- 
comforts alleged  to  be  attendant  upon  a 
winter  sojourn  in  Frankfort,  it  is  seldom 
that  gentlemen  are  found  who  feel  them  M 
keenly  as  fee  be  unwilling  to  be  re-elected 
and  again  MMR  them.

Whet;  toe  Eastern  Division  of  the  Lex 
ingtou  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  was  .-old  it 
was  bought  in  by  a  Company  at  whose 
bead  were  the  Means',  of  Boyd  county. 
These  gentlemen  own  very  valuable  tracts 
of  coal  aud  iron  lauds  in  Boyd,  and  their 
purpose  in  buying  the  road  was  to  use  it 
as  a  carrier  for  the  product  of  their  mines 
which  were  situated  at  aud  near  the  ter- 
minus of  the  completed  part  of  .the  road 
about  fifteen  miles  from  Ashland.  An- 
other company,  one  of  whom  was  Mr. 
KOBBBT  Bums,  of  Greenup  county,  owned 
a  very  valuable  body  of  mineral  laud  near 
to  but  ■  little  further  from  the  river  than 
than  the  body  owned  by  the  Means'.  This 
latter  company  have  recently  built  a  short 
railroad  from  their  mines  to  the  terminus 
of  the  railroad,  ami  asked  the  Railroad 
Company  as  public  carriers  to  transport 
their  coal  and  iron  as  freight  to  the  river. 
This  the  railroad  Company  refused  to  do, 
as  it  would  help  to  develop  rich  and  rival 
mines.  For  this  refusal,  the  Biuus  Com- 
pany entered  a  suit  against  the  Railroad 
Company  as  a  public  carriers.  The  suit  was 
submitted  to  HARRISON  Taylor,  Esq.,  of 
this  city,  for  arbitration,  and  was  about  to 
be  tried,  when  the  Means'  settled  jit  by 
purchasing  the  lands  of  Bigos  and  his 
associates.  The  Means' are  men  of  wealth, 
being  able  to  command  at  least  a  million 
of  mouey,  and  of  industry,  enterprise  and 
shrewduess.  While  rapidly  adding  to  their 
own  fortunes  they  are  also  developing  the 
mineral  wealth  of  Boyd  and  other  coun- 
ties in  Eastern  Kentucky.

The  officers  of  the  army 
were  headed  by  Adjutant  (Jeueral  Town 
sen i».  We  think  <J.\.vr  did  perfectly  right 
in  refusing  to  call  upon  a  President 
MjaiMl  whom  he  had  entered  into  a  con- 
spiracy nnd  who  had  not  ouly  charged  him 
with  dplicity,  but  proved  it  ou  him. 
Hypocrisy  is  the  meanest  of  all  the  vices. 

The  Roston  papers  publish  the  state- 
ment of  the  semi-annual  dividends  payable 
iu  that  city.  The  aggregate  amount  pay- 
able on  the  various  classes  of  stocks  and 
securities  i>  H3,4M£37Ss  a  considerable 
increase  over  the  July  dividend.  The 
amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  in  gold  at  the 
I'nitcd  States  sub-treasury  in  Boston,  in 
January,  is  about  .*7:000,0<M.  The  State  of 
Mass  l(  husetts  will  pay  the  interest  ou  its 
State  bonds  in  specie,  aud  also  the  interest 
on  the  Kastern  Bailroad  loan,  and  the  in- 
terest on  the  Norwich  and  Worcester  rail- 
road loau.  The  city  of  Boston  pays  inter- 
est in  coin,  except  on  the  currency  loans. 
The  railroad  dividends  show  little  change 
from  those  last  paid.  The  manufacturing 
corporations  have  generally  done  profitable 
business,  but  several  of  the  changes  have 
been  toward  smaller  profits.

DutrtgMtmj  Affair — TVn  Vovny  Men  Kill 
Each  Other. — We  learn  that  on  Christmas 
Eve  there  was  at  the  Bapt  ist  church  in  Sharps- 
burg  a  school  exhibition  which  passed  oil 
pleasantly.  After  that  a  number  of  young 
men  repaired  to  a  drinking  aaloon,  and  then 
followed  one  of  the  most  awful  as  well  as  re- 
markable and  melancholy  affairs  of  which  we 
have  auy  knowledge.  Joshua  Sharp,  one  of 
the  scholars  of  the  school,  who  had  uequitted 
himself  with  credit  at  the  exhibition,  about 
twenty  years  old.  and  Dick  Taylor,  but  a  few 
years  older,  were  friends,  but  being  excited 
by  liquor  became  involved  in  a  trifling  ditli 
eulty.  Angry  words  ensued— Sharp  proposed 
to  Taylor  "  if  he  wished  to  fight  he  would  ac- 
commodate him."  Each  one  took  a  pistol 
from  two  of  the  bystanders  and  went  to  the 
street,  Sharp  taking  his  position  on  one  side 
of  the  street,  Taylor  on  the  other,  about  one 
hundred  feet  apart.  Sharp  said,  "  are  you 
ready?"  Taylor  replied,  "I  am!"  They 
then  began  to  fire.  Sharp's  pistol  missed  fire 
the  first  time,  giving  Taylor  the  first  fire,  which 
was  harmless  They  then  fired  about  the 
same  time  and  were  both  instantly  killed. 
Sharp  was  shot  through  the  head  and  Taylor 
through  the  heart. 

This  occurred  about  12  o'clock  at  night,  and 
on  Saturday  the  two  who  had  been  friends 
until  a  moment  before  they  fought  were  fol- 
lowed to  the  sam-  grave  yard  by  their  sorrow- 
iag  parents  and  many  friends.  A  little  more 
than  a  year  ago  young  Smothers  was  shot 
and  killed  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the 
scene  of  the  above  sad  affair.  Both  ol  these 
and  many  other  crimes  are  traceable  directly 
to  the  use  of  liquor,  and  still  those  who  have 
the  power  to  do  so  continue  to  license  liquor  j  their  stock 
saloons  without  discrimination, thereby  giving 
countenance  to  all  the  evils  that  necessarily 
follow.

the  hall.  Mrs.  Featherston  seeing  the  terrible 
situation  of  the  child  caught  her  up  and 
wrapped  her  own  clothing  about  her  ao  aa  to 
smother  the  fire,  which  she  succeeded  in  doing 
nt  the  risk  of  being  burned  to  death  herself. 
At  this  moment  two  buckets  of  water  were 
brought  in  by  negro  women  and  thrown  upon 
Loth  the  child  and  her  mother,  entirely  extin- 
guishing the  Hamas,  but  the  burns  upon  the 
child  were  so  severe  that  death  followed  the 
intense  suffering  she  experienced  for  two 
day-i  succeeding  tho  terrible  accident.  We 
tender  the  deepest  heartfelt  sympathies  of 
the  community  to  the  bereaved  parents  in 
this  their  sore  affliction. — Lexington  States- 
man. 

Thk  coroner  of  XiOuisville  last  Monday 
found  a  family  living  eight  miles  from  the 
city  in  a  miserable  hovel,  and  suffering  from 
extreme  want  and  misery.

We  were  alone,  my  son  and  I,  in  the  holi- 
est of  all  the  holy  places  in  the  Empire  of 
Russia:  n  church  and  a  sepulchre:  the 
place  where  the  Emperors  crown  themselves 
and  the  primates  of  the  Church  are  lying  in 
their  grave-clothes  all  around  :  the  grandest 
of  all  earthly  grandeur  and  the  solemn  evi- 
dences of  the  mighty  power  of  King  Death 
staripg  at  the  pageant  in  mockery  of  all 
that  man  is  and  does. 

We  were  alone  in  the  Cathedral  of  the 
Assumption;  four  gigantic  gilded  and  P'c"  I  foui 
tared  columns  in  the  midst  of  it  support 
five  great  domes;  aud  on  the  sides  are  ar 
ranged  the  huge  sarcophagi  in  which  repose 
the  boues  of  old  patriarchs  whose  names  are 
part  of  the  history  of  the  Church,  and  whose 
relics  ore  tl  us  kept  near  at  hand  impressing 
the  worshipper  with  something  of  awe,  as 
one  will  feol  it  in  the  presence  of  the  dead. 
There  was  no  attendant  in  the  church  when 
we  entered,  and  the  deep  sileuco  reigning 
seemad  befittine  the  place.  We  were  silent, 
for  the  grandeur  of  the  scene,  the  historic  as- 
sociations with  the  place,  the  evidence  around 
us  that  this  spot  is  holy  iu  the  eyes  and  hearts 
of  the  millions  of  this  vast  empire,  made  us 
solemn.  Before  us  is  the  Iconastasis,  or 
screen  for  sacred  pictures,  and  behind  this 
screen  are  the  pictures  of  the  patriarchs  and 
fathers  of  the  church.  No  woman  may  enter 
this  holy  place.  It  is  very  plain  that  the 
woman's  rights  ideas  of  equality  have  not 
penetrated  this  veil :  here,  too,  are  views  of 
the  final  Judgment  scene,  and  of  the  life  und 
death  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  These  sacred  pic- 
tures surround  the  sanctuary,  the  holy  of 
holies,  and  before  it  is  the  principal  altar, 
and  behind  it  is  the  throne  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Moscow.  In  the  centre  of  the  church, 
with  the  four  great  pillars  at  eardi  corner,  is 
the  coronation  platform,  on  which  takes  place 
the  most  augr.st  ceremony  known  to  the 
Greek  Church  or  the  Russian  people.  We 
cannot  enter  fully  into  the  sentiment  of  awe 
that  possesses  the  minds  of  a  half  civilized 
race,  who  receive  their  sovereign  with  a 
mingled  conception  of  the  divine  and  human 
in  his  person.  He  seeks  to  perpetuate  this 
reverential  sentiment.  He  secludes  himself 
from  the  world  before  he  comes  to  take  the 
Imperial  crown ;  ho  mortifies  himself  by 
fasting  and  prayer  :  and  when  the  appointed 
day  arrives  for  hia  investiture  with  the  high 
office  to  which  God  has  called  him,  there  is 
none  in  all  his  realm  that  is  high  and  holy 
enough  to  put  on  him  the  emblem  of  the 
power  he  is  to  take.  This  cathedral  is  throng- 
ed with  the  highest  dignities  of  the  Church 
and  States,  and  the  representatives  of 
other  empires,  eastern  and  western  with  the 
richest  display  of  all  that  can  illustrate  the 
glory  of  the  scene.  They  surround  this  emp- 
ty platform  and  gaze  upon  it  with  fixed  ex- 
pectancy. A  solitary  man  enters  and  as- 
cend |  alone ;  he  speaks,  but  it  is  to  repeat,  the 
words  in  which  is  expressed  his  faith  in  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  ;  he  kneels  to  pray 
for  his  empire;  he  takes  his  own  golden 
crown,  and  with  his  own  unaided  hand  he 
places  it  noon  his  head  :  he  descends,  and 
entering  the  holiest  sanctuary  takes  the 
bread  and  wine  from  the  altar,  and  thus  alone 
with  God.  whom  he  alone  confesses  to  be  his 
superior,  he  cousecratea  himself  to  the  throue 
of  Russia.  Thus  from  Ivan  the  Terrible,  el] 
the  way  down  to  the  Alexander  who  was  shot 
nt  in  Paris  during  the  exhibition,  have  the 
Czars  been  self-crowned  upon  this  sacred 
spot.

On  the  right  is  the  coffin  of  Philip,  who  had 
the  courage  to  rebuke  the  Terrible  Ivan,  a 
terrible  brutal  ruler,  murdering  his  nobles 
without  mercy,  and  when  Philip  became  too 
troublesome  he  murdered  him.  No.,  the 
dead  prelate  lies  here  with  one  of  his  skeleton 
hands  exposed  to  view  on  his  breast,  and  it  is 
part  of  the  Emperor's  sev'u;e  when  he  ap- 
proaches this  tomb,  to  kiss  the  holy  bone  that 
is  left  convenient  for  the  purpose. 

Very  like  this  cathedral  is  that  of  the 
Archangel  Michael,  close  by:  and  here  lie 
the  coffins  and  relics  of  the  early  rulers  of  thy? 
Runic  and  Romanoff  dynasties,  all  the  way 
down  to  Peter  the  Great.  The  tomb  of 
Demetrius,  son  of  Ivan  the  Terrible,  is  the 
most  sacred  of  all;  he  disappeared  mysteri- 
ously, and  the  country  was  plunged  into  a 
long  and  bloody  civil  war  ,  and  finally,  his 
murdered  body  and  ooffin  were  brought  to 
viewjby  a  miracle,  and  the  forehead  of  the 
dead  prince  being  exposed,  or  a  hole  abont 
an  inch  in  diameter  being  cut  throngh  th« 
coffin  and  the  forehead  raised  up  to  it,  or 
what  is  just  as  good,  a  bone  being  put  across 
the  hole,  the  people  approach  with  reverence 
and  press  their  lips  upon  this  holy  and  dis- 
gusting skull. 

Our  meditations  among  the  tombs  were 
disturbed  by  the  entrance  of  visitors,  many 
of  them  natives  of  the  country,  whose  rever- 
ence in  the  midst  of  so  much  that  to  them 
was  especially  sacred,  we  could  not  fail  to 
respect.  I  cannot  kiss  a  bone  with  any  en- 
thusiasm. Indeed,  if  it  were  left  to  my  own 
c  hoice,  I  would  kiss  the  meanest  of  God  s 
creatures  with  a  soul  in  it  to  be  loved  and 
saved,  rather  than  to  put  my  lips  upon  the 
bare  bones  of  a  dead  saint  or  king  I  envy 
the  privilege  of  her  who  kissed  the  feet  of  the 
living  Jesus,  and  washed  them  with  her 
tears.  She  loved  and  was  blessed.  But  the 
raputed  bone  of  a  patriarch,  or  the  skull  of 
a  prince,  is  as  far  from  having  sanctity  in  my 
eyea,  as  the  spear  that  pierced  the  aide  of 
the  Saviour  or  the  scourge  that  drew  his 
blood. 

But  there  is  no  accounting  for  the  tastes 
of  people,  and  disgusting  as  is  the  idolatry 
of  the  Greek  Church  to  me,  I  know  that  many 
English  and  American  Christians  wish  to 
have  that  Church  united  united  to  theirs.  I 
would  like  to  see  it  reformed  first.

The  City  of  Henderson  having  subscribed 
stock  in  the  Evansville,  Henderson,  and  Nash- 
ville Railroad  Company,  under  the  act  of  in- 
corporation levied  a  tax  to  pay  the  interest 

on  the  bonds  issued  to  pay  for  it.  The  au- 
thority is  '  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  tax-payers 
of  the  city,  taxable  under  the  revenue  laws 

of  the  State,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  inter- 
est and  the  cost  of  collecting  the  same." 

Barret  A  Co.  were  largely  purchasing  leaf 
tobacco  from  the  planters  of  Henderson  and 
adjoining  counties,  and  were  stemming  and 
shipping  it  to  foreign  markets  for  sale.  The 
city  claims  the  right  to  tax  this  tobacco  as 
merchandise.  The  act  of  March  S,  MB,  re- 
quires merchants  to  list  their  goods  and  gro- 
ceries on  hand  on  the  10th  of  April,  "exclu- 
sive of  the  articles  manufactured  in  the  fami- 
lies within  the  State." 

The  city  brought  this  suit  against  Barret  k 
Co.  to  enforce  the  payment  of  tax  on  the  t  - 
oacco  on  hand  at  their  stemmery,  and  to  i  .- 
force  the  payment  of  tax  on  funds  in  foreigi. 
countries  under  the  equ  .iization  law.  Tbe 
court  below  allowed  the  assessment  of  tho 
tobacco  on  hand,  bnt  refused  to  tax  the  finds 
in  foreign  countries. 

Held— That  the  judgment  wss  wrong  in 
both  instances. 

Dealer*  in  grain  and  other 
never  been  required  to  list  for 
produce. 

Whilst  the  prodoee  remains  without  msnu 
factnre  and  new  value  by  reason  thereof  by 
the  purchaser,  whether  he  be  deemed  a  mer- 
chant or  not,  it  is  not  snbject  to  taxation  by 
the  general  revenue  act,  it  being  among  the 
excluded  articles.  But  when  it  is  manufac- 
tured by  the  purchaser  and  new  value 
to  it  for  purposes  of  resale  in  the  i 
or  foreign  markets,  it  becomes  an  article  of 
merchandise  not  within  the  exclusion  of  sec- 
tion l.~>,  of  the  act  of  March  8,  1951,  and  the 
dealer  so  far  becomes 
tide.  The  miller,  tobacco  : 
stemmer.  therefore,  so  far  as  they 
such  manufactured  articles  on 
day  designated  in  such  act,  and 
sale,  are  legally  deemed 
liable  to  assessment 

This  liability  of  the  city  was  not  it 
until  after  April  H>th,  and  the  assessment  Was 
made  as  of  June.  As  the  mode  and  the  prop- 
erty liable  were  to  be  regulated  by  the  gen- 
eral revenue  laws,  and  as  the  authority  for 
incurring  this  liability  existed  prior  to  April 
10th,  it  /could  have  been  more  regular  to  have 
made  the  assessment  as  of  that  day,  even  for 
the  lir=f  year,  and  certainly  for  th«»  rest;  and 
the  tax  payers  had  the  right  to  demand  that 
the  assessment  should  be  made  as  of  that 
date. 

As  to  taxing  funds  in  foreign  countries,  the 
act  of  January  0,  H52,  has  been  held  by  this 
court  to  embrace  money,  c hoses  inaction,  de- 
,  in  other  countries  as  snbject  to

ice  that  Barret  k  Co.  a  money  is 
taxed  where  situated,  it  h  iiabie  to  the  assess- 
ment for  railroad  purposes  just  as  it  would  be 
for  State  revenue.

of  caution  to  begiuners,  lest  they  "  pay  too 
dear  for  their  whistle. 

The  great  Irish  potato  rage  of  last  season 
has  induced  many  enthusiasts  to  offer  new 
varieties  at  .startling  juices.  We  have  in 
lion  J  several  individuals  who  are  about  to 
enter  the  speculative  enterprise  cf  selling 
new  varieties  of  p  .t:i t<  <  -  at  exorbitant  prices, 
and  who  are  now  talking  of  >:;<!  to  *."><!  per 
hairel  for  seed  tubei>.  Various  kinds  of 
cereal  grain,  in  which  we  have  no  confidence, 
are  also  offered  in  small  quantities  at  fright- 
ful rate-  p«-r  qua:;  or  per  peck.  Of  course 
we  have  i.o  positi\e  knowledge  that  the  sell 
ers  of  such  grain  ever  do  practice  a  system  of 
swindling.  But  we  do  know  that  much,  that 
ihe  results  obtained  from  such  costly  prod  nets 
are  seldom  any  more  satisfactory  than  they 
would  have  l»een  if  ordinary  seed  of  some 
common  variety  had  been  employed.  The 
true  way  is  for  every  tiller  of  the  ground  to 
improve  his  own  seed,  so  that  it  will  be  diffi- 
cult to  procure  a  better  quality.
